Montreal,  organizer  and 
vice- president  of  the  aaaoclation.  de- 
clared today  that  wires  were  being 
Bent  to  women's  organizations  through- 
out the  Dominion,  urging  them  to 
register  a  similar  protest.  "Aa  the 
Conservative  party  gave  the  women 
the  vote,"  she  said,  "the  women  feel 
the  party  Is  now  <rolng  back  on  Its 
principles.  A  woman's  vote  has  the 
same  value  as  that  of  a  man,  and  we 
feel  that  we  should  have  equal  rep- 
resentation on  all  organizations  for 
the  good  of  the  party." 

"The  womert,"  said  Mrs.  Scott,  "are 
getting  tired  of  being  exploited.  When 
It  comes  to  electioneering,  the  cry  Is 
"All  hands  on  deck."  But  when  the 
plans  are  being  made  the  women  are 
left  out  In  the  cold.  Women  do  as 
much  work  as  men,  and  In  the  ma- 
jority of  cases  for  nothing,  while  the 
men  are  paid  either  directly  or  In- 
directly for  their  work."

British  Press  Makes 
Comments  on  Statement 
Of  Columbia  Faculty 

LONDON.  Dec.  21. — The  statement 
by  the  political  science  faculty  of 
Columbia  University  favoring  re- 
vision of  the  war  debts  settlement  is 
hailed  by  The  Times  today  aa  "evi- 
dence that  a  section  of  the  educated 
opinion  of*  the  Eastern  States  accepts 
the  view*  and  arguments  which  ha«w 
been  continuously  pressed  upon 
America  by  her  European  debtor*." 
"The  faculty  of  the  university.''  the 
paper  continues,  "has  done  history  a 
service  by  placing  on  record  the  moral 
Judgment  of  the  American  Intel- 
ligentsia on  the  debt  question  and 
showing  how  nearly  this  approaches 
the  view  commonly  held  In  Europe.**

There  nre  ISO  famlllee  in  Victoria 
known  to  the  Salvation  Army  to  be  Ut- 
terly without  funds  with  which  to 
purchase,  not  only  turkey  and  the 
delicacies  that  tempt  the  palate  of 
the  gourmet  on  Christmas  Day.  but 
even  a  "good  square  meal."  The  army 
officials  have  investigated  the  circum- 
stances of  each  one  of  these  families. 
They  know  how  many  mouths  there 
are  to  feed  in  each  case.  And  for 
each  family  they  have  arranged  a 
hamper  with  sufficient  f/>od.  not 
merely  for  Christmas  dinner,  but  for 
the  whole  day.  These  will  be  dis- 
tributed on  Friday  and  motor  car 
owners  of  the  city  can  be  of  great  a«- 
sistance  to  the  army  officials  by  aid- 
ing In  the  distribution. 

There  arc  scores  of  lonely  men  in 
the  city — men  without  families — men 
with  little  money  and  men  with  none 
at  all.  To  these  the  Salvation  Army 
will  be  host  at  a  real,  soul-satisfying 
Christmas  dinner  at  the  Johnson 
Street,  hostel. 

The  army  will  also  bring  Christmas 
I  cheer  to  the  Inmatea  of  the  mental 
hospital  at  Colqullz. 

It  is  for  these  things,  then,  that  the. 
cltlxena'  coin  cllnka  into  the  8alvation 
Army  cauldrons  on  the  street  cornera 
Partly  for  these  things,  but  not  en- 
tirely; for  the  army  has  other  activ- 
ities for  which  money  is  required,  ac; 
tlvities  not  of  a  peculiarly  Yuletlde 
character. 

Each  week  an  average  of  200  desti- 
tute persons  are  given  a  free  night's 
lodgings.  Others,  if  they  have  the 
money,  are  asked  to  pay.  If  a  man 
is  hungry  and  "broke"  he  is  provided 
through  the  army  with  a  hearty  meal 
consisting  of  soup,  meat  and  vege- 
tables, pie  or  pudding;  all  of  which 
costs  the  army — twenty  cents!  If  he 
lacks  clothing,  there  Is  a  department 
to  supply  his  needs.  If  he  is  capable 
of  working,  he  Is  helped  to  find  em- 
ployment—though rarely,  these  days, 
with  success. 

Tor  this  work  the  Salvation  Army 
needs  money,  much  of  it.  And  to 
supply  hampers  it  needs  provisions. 
Victorians  may  be  certain  that  no  part 
of  their  contributions  will  he  wasted, 
for  the  army  officers  investigate  each 
case  of  distress  thoroughly  before 
ministering  to  the  needs  of  the  unfor- 
tunate.

The  Colonist  representative  next 
paid  a  viffit  to  the  offices  of  the  Friend- 
ly Help  Society  In  the  Market  Rjlld- 
ing.  whence  further  Christmas  cheer 
will  radiate  to  the  homes  of  the  poor. 

Miss  Mary  R.  Lawson.  secretary- 
treasurer  of  the  society,  and  a  band  of 
volunteer  workers  were  busily  en- 
gaged In  transferring  Jars  of  pre- 
serves, cans  of  milk,  plum  puddings, 
fruit,  etc.,  from  shelves  to  empty 
boxes.  There  seemed  to  be  a  small 
mountain  of  hampers.  filled  and 
empty,  and  provisions.     And  yet  .  .  . 

'More,  more,  more!"  cried  Miss 
Dawson.  "Tell  the  public  we  need 
more  of  everything.  More  fruit,  more 
oranges  and  apples  and  raisins  and 
butter  and  vegetables,  more  of  even- 
thing  that  is  needed  for  Chrintmas 
dinner— except  meat:  F*.  Durna  «V 
Company  are  supplying  us  wi^h  all 
the  meat  we  like,  so  that's  all  right." 

The  Friendly  Help,  she  went  on  to 
explain,  had  already  listed  207  fam- 
ilies as  being  In  need  of  Christmas 
hampers  and  expected  to  find  this 
number  Increased  to  250  before 
Christmas  Day.  Eight  new  cases  had 
been  added  to  the  list  that  morning. 

As  ir  to  illustrate  Miss  Lawson's 
words,  the  telephone  hell  rang  Mlas 
Uw«on  answered  the  call  She  spoke 
crisply,  made  a  few  notes  on  a  pad, 
nuns;  up  the  receiver,  and: 

"There!"  she  said  "There's  another 
one'  And  there.  It  seems,  are  three 
more  plum  puddlnra"  she  added, 
pointing  to  a  table  near  the  door. 

While  she   had     heen     speaklns;  a 


visitor  had  quietly  slipped  in.  deposit- 
ed three  Jars,  wrapped  In  white  cloth 
and  topped  with  nay  sprigs  of  holly, 
on  f4i«i  table,  and  then  had  slipped  out 
aKairi  as  quietly. 

"We  need  more  plum  puddings." 
said  Mlas  Dawson  -And  wo  partic- 
ularly need  new  stockings  and  under- 
clothing and  socks." 

To  emphasize  the  need  for  such  ar- 
ticles of  apparel,  ishe,  mentioned  a 
number  of  families  (one  of  Ihi  rn  com- 
prising eight  children  in  .-11111111011  to 
the  parents),  in  which  woolen  under-

Miss 
I^awson  explained  that  she  wished  to 
distribute  the  hampers  (with  the  aid 
of  the  Boy  Scouts  who  have  volun- 
teered for  the  task),  on  tho  day  be- 
fore Christmas. 

"We  don't  want  them  to  have  to 
wait  until  about  1  o'clock  on  Christ- 
mas Day  before  they  are  sure  they're 
going  to  have  something  to  eat,"  she

Dike  the  Salvation  Army,  the 
Friendly  Help  investigates  each  case 
of  need  and  arranges  its  hampers  ac- 
cordingly. Both  organizations  take 
precautions  to  see  that  their  work 
does  not  overlap. 

One  can  not  visit  the  Friendly  Help 
oftVes  on  such  a  morning  as  yester- 
day and  fall  to  be  Impressed  with  the 
amount  of  very  real  poverty  In  Vic- 
toria. In  the  space  of  about  an  hour 
the  telephone  rang  at  least  four  times 
and  each  time  Miss  Dawson's  atten- 
tion was  directed  to  the  urgency  of 
some  new  case  of  need.  At  least  three 
people  called  at  the  office  In  quest  of 
food  in  the  same  period. 

Uke  the  SalvaUon  Army,  the 
Friendly  Help  is  in  pressing  need  of 
food  and  clothing  and  money,  for, 
again  like  the  army,  its  purpose  Is  to 
Insure  that  there  will  be  food  In  the 
homes  of  the  poor  on  Christmas  Day 
— If  there  be  no  gifts  In  many  of 
them.

If  the  distributor  makes  a  mistake 
In  the  placing  of  his  orders  for  pro- 
duction, he  loses  heavily.  There  were 
a  few  distributors  only  that  had 
worked  up  a  great  reputation  and  the 
producer  had  to  have  his  ilH>fl 
ments  made  beforehand  with  one  of 
these  before  the  start  was  made  on  the 
production  of  the  picture. 

Then  turning  to  the  advantages  that 
came  to  the  city  from  the  production 
of  pictures,  Mr.  rinneo  sad  he  felt 
that  it  would  be  one  of  the  most  effec- 
tive ways  of  attracting  attention  to 
what  Victoria  had  to  offer  In  the  way 
of  Industry  and  in  cllmste  and  scen- 
ery. This  had  been  proved  In  the  case 
of  California,  and  there  had  been  a 
tremendous  amount  of  advertising 
given  that  state  as  a  result  of  the  mo- 
tion picture  industry. 

Mr     Bll-I.a.t  I'lan 

Mr.  r.ilstead  outlined  his  proposition 
at  -  pi.-  length  to  the  meeting.  He 
said  that  It  would  not  be  necessary  to 
have  an  elaborate  studio  at  the  start. 
It  had  In  fact  been  suggested  that  for 
the  beginning  some  of  the  buildings  at 
the  Willows  might  be  made  to  serve 
the  purpose.  Pictures  had  to  be  ar- 
ranged fur  some  time  ahead.  It  was 
therefore  necessary  to  get  enough 
money  to  produce  the  pictures  ahead. 

The  sum  of  $100,000  was  suggested 
by  him  as  necessary  to  raise  In  and 
about  Victoria.  He  detailed  a  plan  of 
a  company  capitalized  at  $300,000.  If 
there  were  the  $100,000  raised  here 
he  felt  there  would  be  no  trouble  In 
raising  another  $100,000  elsewhere  In 
<  anada. 

Mayor  Pendray  explained  that  he 
had  made  inquiries  into  the  standing 
of  Mr.  Hllstead  also,  and  found  that 
he  was  one  to  be  depended  upon. 
There  had  been  a  number  of  proposi- 
tions put  before  the  city  along  this 
line  In  the  past,  but  there  had  not 
been  the  same  recommendations  In 
favor  of  them  that  appeared  to  be 
connected  with  this  scheme. 

Mr.  Hllstead.  dealing  with  the  pro- 
duction of  pictures  here  on  the  start, 
pointed  out  that  there  were  other 
places,  like.  Portland,  where  some  of 
fVils  work  was  carried  on.  It  would  be 
possible  to  have  some  of  the  equipment 
needed  here  brought  from  there.  This 
was  not  In  constant  use  in  these  other 
places. 

On  the  cost  of  production  here, 
there  had  been  an  argument  raised 
that  It  would  be  more  expenalve  than 
In  California.  This  would  be  true  In 
some  respects,  but  If  the  natural  scen- 
ery that  was  so  much  In  evidence  here 
was  utillied  there  would  be  a  very 
large  reduction  In  the  cost  of  scenes 
which  had  to  he  prepared  In  Califor- 
nia artificially  at  very  heavy  «ost.

In  tho  south  also  there  was  a  very 
heavy  overhead.  Home  of  the  pro- 
ducers there  were  most  eziravaffant 
in  their  work,  l^labornte  preparations 
were  made  for  scenes  that  were 
strapped  at  the  whim  of  some  of  these 
prodgrers.

In  the  rase  of  a  studio  here,  he  said 
that  It  would  be  possible  to  obtain 
from  some  of  these  producers  the  use 
of  some  nf  these  well-known  stars  for 
a  limited  time.  The  Southern  pro- 
ducers would  be  only  too  jrlad  "to 
farm  them  out"  for  such  purposes,  and 
this  would  provide  attrsctlons  which 
had  to  be  secured  If  the  films  wera  to 
be  attractive. 

In  reply  to  a  question  by  Mr 
rVhwen»ers.  Mr.  Hllstead  said  that  it 
would  be  necessary  In  order  to  have 
the  pictures  take  with  the  public  to 
have  stars  appear  in  them.

OTTAWA.  Dec.  :i  —  legislation  to 
assist  settlers  on  Crown  lands  may 
again  be  introduced  Into  Parliament 
this  session.  At  present,  Hon.  Itoti- 
bert  Korke.  Minister  of  Immigration, 
will  neither  confirm  nor  deny  the  re- 
port, although  he  has  denied  reports 
which  have  appeared  stating  that 
anual  expenditures  of  many  millions 
of  dollars  will  be  asked  for  to  use  in 
sneh  a  scheme. 

Any  legislation  this  year  probably 
will  be  along  the  lines  of  last  year's 
bill,  which  never  got  past  the  com- 
mittee stage  In  the  House  of  Com- 
mons. The  bill  was  to  provide  five 
per  Cent,  ten-year  loans  of  $1,000  to 
Canadian  cltUens  and  $300  to  alien 
settlers.  It  met  with  considerable 
opposition. 

The  loans  were  to  apply  to  settlers 
on  Crown  lands  In  any  part  of  Can- 
ada and  the  money  was  to  be  let  out 
on  Improvements  and  buildings. 

Hon.  <'harles  Htewart.  Acting  Min- 
ister of  Immigration,  last  year  when 
guiding  the  bill  In  (he  fomnton*. 
pointed  out  that  there  were  ten  mil- 
lion acres  of  land  which  could  still 
be  settled  In  the  Prarle  Provinces, 
and  while  It  was  not  all  good  land, 
much  of  It  was  contiguous  to  railways 
and  the  bill  restricted  the  loans  to 
those  living  within  a  radius  of  fifteen 
miles  of  a  railway.

The  cor- 
respondent says  the  idea  is  perfectly 
feasible  and  that  the  best  place  for 
carrying  out  the  idea  is  from  the  sum- 
mit of  Mount  Shepherd,  which  of 
course  is  in  the  Sookc  District.  It 
would  be  dangerous,  you  will  under-

atlons  mi  the  solar  disk.  Their  num- 
ber has  greatly  increased  since,  and 
It  is  probable  that  it  will  increase 
further  in  1127.  But  from  1928  on. 
the  spots  will  diminish  until  toward 
1934. 

"Have  these  phenomena,  periodic 
In  character,   marked  effects  on  our 

climatology?     Yes,  and  no.  according 
to  tha  point  of  view. 

•'That  is  a  canny  answer,  you  will 
nay.    Not  at  all,  aa  I  will  explain. 

"The  spots  are  only  a  slight  effect 
of  the  aun's  general  activity.  It  was 
the  only  one  which  the  old  astron- 
omers knew.  8o  formerly  they  used 
to  accuse  the  spots  on  the  least  occa- 
sion. Today  we  know  that  thla 
periodic  activity  manifesta  itself  In 
many  ways.  One  can  observe  that  at 
times  of  spot  recrudescence  certain 
clouds  become  more  luminous,  a  sure 
indication  of  greater  emission  of 
heat.  These  rivera  of  heat,  which  we 
call  faculea,  necessarily  agument  tem- 
peratures on  the  e«trth.  But  beware. 
Don't  conclude  that  the  years  of  spota 
and  faculea  necessarily  will  be  hot 
years  in  all  parts  of  the  globe. 

"Remember  that  the  earth  Is  cov- 
ered with  oceans  up  to  three-fourths 
of  Its  surface.  These,  receiving  more 
heat,  are  subjected  to  greater  evap- 
oration and  that  lower*  tho.  ther- 
mometer. It  is  a  slight  decrease,  but 
It  Interferes  with  tho,  expected  effect, 
since  masses  of  water  evaporated  will 
fall  again  on  the  earth  as  rain. 

"In  fact,  after  a  maximum  of  spota 
and  faeules.  or.  rather,  after  a  re- 
crudescence of  solar  activity,  we  can 
note  an  increase  of  rain  in  the  equa- 
torial* regions. 

"At  Bogota,  for  example,  the  alter- 
nation of  rains  and  droughts  follows 
a  fluctuation  of  about  eleven  years, 
on  the  average,  and  It  is  calculated 
on  the  sun's  period-  The  level  of  the 
groat  African  lakes,  Victoria  and  Ny- 
anzu,  rises  or  falls  In  accord  with  this 
eleven-year  cycle,  and  does  so  In  a 
very  well-denned  fashion. 

"At  these.epochs  of  sun  fever,  tor- 
rents of  sun  gases  are  vomited  from 
the  Interior  of  the  furnace.  They  are 
substances  not  only  decomposed  In 
their  constituent  elements,  but  also 
broken-down  atoms.  whose  cor- 
puscles, forcibly  driven,  toward  us, 
reach  our  atmosphere  In  loss  t ha+i 
forty-eight  hours  and  electrify  It  to 
tho  point  of  provoking  deviations  of 
the  compass,  creating  violent  currents 
in  telegraph  wires,  such  as  were 
noticed  on  October  14  and  IS  last, 
illuminating  the  aurorns  irr  the  polar 
region  and  bringing  about  a  reerudes- 
oonee  of  cyclones.

any  notlflratlon  by  one  of  the  na- 
tions of  Its  Intention  to  terminate  the 
treaty  it  would  automatically  be  ex- 
tended. China  hitherto  never  con- 
tested HHgium's  desire  to  extend  the 
treaty,  writes  Thomas  Steep  from 
Shanghai  for  The  New  York  Herald- 
Tribune. 

Dr.  Koo  s  pronouncement  at  Peking 
that  the  treaty  was  null  and  void  gave 
the  powers  a  surprise.  Belgium,  in 
deference  to  China's  wish  to  negotiate 
a  new  treaty  "baaed  on  equality  and 
re<  Iproclty,"  proposed  to  cancel  the 
old  treuly  hy  mutual  agreement,  but 
urged  that  the  terms  of  the  old  treaty 
be  continued  under  a  modus  vlvendi 
until  some  major  power  revised  Its 
treaty,  after  which  Helglum  should 
have  the  benefit  of  the  most  favored 
nation  clause.  In  other  words.  Pel- 
glum  desired  that  the  controversy 
over  Its  treaty  be  deferred  until  one 
of  the  great  powers  set  the  pace. 
China,  by  declnrlng  ihe  treaty  ter- 
minated without  any  further  ado, 
wanted  to  ghe  the  other  powers  a 
hint  of  its  Intention  regnrdlng  other 
treaties  as  their  ten-jear  terms  ex- 
pire, v 

Almost  all  the  special  privileges 
enjoyed  by  the  powers  In  China — ex- 
tra-terrltorlalliy.  control  of  Chinas 
customs,  "spheres  of  influence"  (now 
reduced  to  legation  and  local  conces- 
sions) and  the  right  to  maintain 
armed  forces  In  Interior  China— were 
granted  under  the  provisions  of  com- 
mercial treaties,  executed  individually 
!>>'  various  powers,  each  acting  In- 
dependently of  one  another.  al- 
though the  special  privileges  granted 
to  each  nation  were  virtually  the 
same  The  privileges  were  exacted 
from  China  generally  as  compensa- 
tion for  some  grievance—as  the 
murder  of  missionaries,  or  the  Boxer 
uprising — and  China  in  past  years 
showed  no  reluctance  In  passing  out 
treaties  by  the  wholesale,  giving 
l.eneflta  to  foreigners  without  asking 
anything.  Austria  and  Germany, 
through  the  exigent  lea  of  the  World 
War.  and  Uussla.  through  voluntary- 
action,  are  now  deprived  of  special 
privileges. 

What  Will  Powers  I>«? 

I  ndoubtedly  the  fact  that  some  of 
the  Kuropean  powers  could  get  along 
without  special  privileges  aroused  a 
suspicion  In  the  Chinese  mind  that  all 
Of  them  might,  and  Dr.  Koo'i  hint 
that  the  "unequal"  treaties  are  to  go 
hy  the  board  as  they  expire  has  set 
up  a  new  and  serious  question  as  to 
what  the  powers  are  going  to  do 
about  It. 

Japan  h  commercial  treaty  haa  Just 
expired  and  negotlons  arc  pending 
hetween  Toklo  and  Peking  Toklo 
has  expressed  a  willingness  to  defer 
to  China's  desire  to  replace  the  old 
treaty  with  a  new  one.  but  negotia- 
tions have  not  yet  progressed  suffi- 
ciently to  make  It  clear  how  far 
Japan  will  «o  in  acceding  to  China  s 
wishes.  The  treaty  with  France  ex- 
pires in  1»28.  that  with  Great  Brit- 
ain In  1932  and  that  with  the  United 
States  in  19S2. 

Home  of  the  foreign-language 
newspapers  express  smaxement  that 
the  powers  failed  to  unite  In  protest- 
ing against  chinas  termination  of 
the   Belgian  treaty. 

The  Shanghai  Nonh  China  Dally 
News,  the  most  Influential  Kngll«h 
newspaper  in  the  Kar  Kast.  thinks  the 
powers  have  cause  to  Interfere  It 
suggests  that  the  powers  take  advan- 
[  tnge  of  the  Washington  eonference 
agreements  to  confer  Jointly  on  the 
whole  Chinese  situation.  "Are  the 
powers  waltln*  for  s  massacre  before 
they  can  he  brought  to  acknowledge 
that  the  welfare  of  ,he  Chinese  pe„. 
pie.  not  leas  than  those  of  their  o«  n 
nationals,  demands  that  they  shall 
take  action  for  the  dellverv  of  this 
unhappy  country?"  argues  this  news- 
paper. 

"With  unimportant  variations  the 
crisis  through  which  we  are  paaalnr 
can  be  paralleled  st  leas,  three  Jlmes 
In  the  last  hundred  years.  And  aj- 
wavs  the  powers  tried  to  put  off  the 
evil  day  of  recognlxlng  fact..  until 
things  went  to  such  s  pass  that  the\ 
were  compelled  lo  art  far  mnre 
drastically  than  would  have  been 
nereaasrv   If  they   had   acted  sooner 

"There  Is  .tilt  one  possible  wsy 
out  It  Is  proMded  for  bv  Ihe  Wash- 
ington ronferenre.  which  arranged 
that  the  powers  should  continually 
exchange  views  about  China  and  act 
In  concert  for  her  assistance  as  cir- 
cumstances shouM  require.  Why 
should  not  the  powers  hold  another 
•  onference  on  China  with  a  x  lew  to 
ngreelnr  upon  a  definite  line  of  anion 
designed  to  stop  the  app»mn*  rot 
which  his  set  In  in  this  immtrt  | 
Such  n  conference  should  preferably 
meet  In  Toklo.  where  the  delegate* 
would  he  near  enough  to  this  country 
t<<  get  a  correct  view  of  the  affairs 
and  st  the  same  time  be  free  from 
the  miasmle  Influence  of  Its  soil  It 
Is  sheer  hypocritical  nonsense  t„ 
talk  of  china  working  out  her  own 
sal  ration'  Nothing  but  resolute 
treatment  from  without  will  deliver 
her  from  the  malady  thst  la  de 
her  and  others."

but  it  Is  not  the  viewpoint  of  Amer- 
ican residents. 

The  grievance  of  China  is  that 
under  these  treaties  the  powers  have 
a  strangle  hold  upon  the  Chinese 
republic  which  prevents  It  from  de- 
veloping. The  chief  restrictions  of 
the  treaties  are: 

The  customs  tariff  is  fixed  and  can- 
not be  revised  or  Increased  without 
the  unanimous  consent  of  each  and 
every  one  of  the  treaty  powers  con- 
ccrned. 

The  extraterritoriality  of  for- 
eigners, which  places  them  under  the 
Jurisdiction  of  their  own  authorities. 
Impugns  the  sovereignty  of  the 
Chinese  Government. 

The  foreign  residential  concessions 
and  self-governing  settlements  at 
treaty  ports  exclude  Chinese  from 
any  voice  In  the  local  administra- 
tion, although  Chinese  taxpayers  may 
be  greatly  In  the  majority.  In 
Shanghai  the  Chinese  residents  of  the 
foreign  settlement  outnumber  the 
foreigners  100  to  one. 

Of  most  vital  concern  to  the  powers 
Is  China  s  threatened  termination  of 
foreign  control  of  the  maritime  cus- 
toms The  younger  generation  of 
Chinese  rlamor  for  the  dismissal  of 
the  foreign  administrators.  saying  J 
that  the  customs  have  been  subverted 
to  the  use  of  foreign  Imperialist!, 
power. 

It  may  be  said  at  once  that  nothing 
could  be  farther  from  the  truth.  In 
IfH  the  customs  st  the  three  or  four 
ports  then  opened  to  foreign  trade 
were  put  under  temporary  foreign 
supervision  for  the  collection  of  a 
war  Indemnity  which  the  Imperial 
Government  could  not  pay  In  cash. 
At  the  end  of  a  year  or  two  the  in- 
demnity had  been  collected  and  the 
Imperial  Government  was  astonished 
at  the  celerity  with  which  so  much 
money  had  been  received  from  for- 
eign trade. 

I  »<  *   Arc  Open  ,i 

Having  thus  bad  Its  eyea  open  to  a 
new  means  of  replenishing  Its  ex- 
hausted exchequer,  the  <  iovernment 
Invited  the  temporary  foreign  super- 
visors to  continue  the  collection  of 
revenue.  This  was  the  inception  of 
the  foreign  inspectorate-general  of 
the  Chinese  maritime  customs  which 
still  continues. 

From  1*60  until  sometime  in  the 
'90s  the  Chinese  Government  was 
free  to  dispense  with  ihe  ser  vices  of 
the  foreign  inspector-general.  hut 
found  it  profitable  to  retain  a  service 
which  for  Integrity,  efficiency.  xeal 
and  loyalty  to  the  Chinese  had  chal- 
lenged the  admiration  of  those  ac- 
quainted with  its  furtherance  of 
friendly  international  relations,  com- 
merce and  international  relations, 
commerce  and  navigation,  the  publica- 
tion of  trade  statistics  and  other  use- 
ful knowledge  concerning  China.  It 
haa  been  the  chief  and  sole  bulwark 
of  China's  national  credit.  It  Is  not 
too  much  to  say  that  without  the  for- 
eign inspector  of  customs  the  bond 
Issues  of  the  Chinese  Government, 
instead  of  being  gilt-edged  securities, 
would  be  worthless 

In  the  90s  the  Chinese  Government 
began  to  seek  loans  in  foreign  mar- 
kefs  and  the  customs  revenue  was 
pledged  as  security.  The  loan  con- 
tracts stipulated  that,  pending  repay- 
ment, the  foreign  administration  r.f 
the  customs  should  continue  to  func- 
tion. This  stipulation  waa  renewed 
on  the  orcaslon  of  every  new  loan

This  la  the  typical  viewpoint  of  the 
average    British    resident    in  China. 
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until  the  customs  revenue 
pledged  up  to  the  hilt.  It  is.  there- 
fore, the  duty  of  the  Chinese  Govern- 
ment to  maintain  the  foreign  in- 
spectorate until  its  pledges  are  re- 
deemed. In  1913  the  new  republican 
Government  placed  the  foreign  In- 
spector in  charge  of  the  cuatoma 
revenue  for  the  purpose  of  amortiz- 
ing and  liquidating  China's  outstand- 
ing: foreign  loan,  and  in  1921.  when 
the  revenue  showed  a  surplus  over  the 
requirements  of  the  fore|Kn  loan,  the 
Government  intrusted  to  him  all 
future  surpluses  to  be  used  by  him 
In  connection  with  Chinese  Internal 
loans. 

China  could  not  denounce  these 
hbllratlons  without  hopelessly-  dis- 
crediting Itself.  H  would  by  such  a 
step  become  an  Irretrievable  bank- 
rupt.

Take  Dallv  Sweat 

If  you  suffering  from  such  diseases 
as  rheumatism,  obesltv.  neuritis,  in 
somnla.  enlarged  tonsils,  or  any  of 
those  ditaeases  not  associated  with  ex- 
treme enervation,  yon  should  learn  to 
take  a  daily  sweat  to  Inaure  an  extra 
amount  o'  purging  of  poisons  from 
the  bodv  through  the  skin 

No  doubt  the  heat  way  to  produce 
a  good  sweat  Is  by  taking  systemntl. 
exercise,  combined  with  walking  and 
running,  but  the  temperature  of  the 
room  should  never  exceed  110 
degrees.  To  accomplish  the  best  re- 
sults when  a  Turkish  hath  is  taken,  a 
few  light  exercises  should  be  taken 
before  going  Into  the  sweat  room. 

At  home  a  hot  foot  bath  may  he 
us«*d  Sit  on  a  chair  next  to  tha  bath 
tub  with  your  feet  In  hot  water  snd 
the  bodv  entirely  wrapped  In  a 
woolen  blanket.  Again  you  will  get 
better  results  If  you  do  this  after  tak- 
ing a  few  exerelaes. 

Dally  sweats  brought  on  In  this 
way  will  be  very  helpful  In  keeping 
the  porea  of  the  akin  active  and  a 
free  passage  for  the  outpouring  ..f 
hodlly  poisons.

Such  diseases  as  tuberculosis  liver

|  often  Induce  excessive  sweating  of  the 
patient,  especially  nt  night.  This  Is 
an  effort  on  the  part  of  nature  in 
free  the  bodv  from  toxins  which 
would  otherwise  bring  death.  In 
such  cases  It  Is  often  advisable  to 
bring  on  sn  extra  amount  of  swrat 
Irjg  during  the  night  hy  the  use  of  a 
cold  sheet  pack.  A  large  het  sheet 
Is  moistened  with  cold  waiter  and 
then  wrapped  annul  the  p.itlrnt.  com- 
pletely revering  the  bod).  The 
woolen  blankets  and  covered  with 
patient  Is  then  placed  between 
plenty  of  other  woolen  blankets  The 


heat  of  the  hod)  being  retained  In 
this  manner  will  produce  copious 
perspiration  which  should  he  al- 
lowed to  continue  for  about  an  hour, 
when  a  warm  sponge  bath  should  In- 
taken  and  the  patient  placed  be- 
tween clean  blankets. 

These  suggestions  may  prove  help- 
ful to  those  of  you  who  are  not  t  .  the 
present  time  earning  your  living  bv 
the  sweat  of  your  brow.

The  sum  of  money  Involved  in  the 
latest  scandal  was  $600.  bet  by  Leon- 
ard, a  one-time  Tiger  pitcher,  and 
Woods,  agalaet  1430  on  the  Tlgere  to 
win  Detroit  won  the  game,  hrothlng 
In  the  one  hundred  pages  of  tostlmony 
or  letter,  made  public  by  Comml.- 
. loner  Landis,  reveal  that  either  Cobb 
or  Speaker  wagered  on  the  game,  but 
It  indicates  th  at  they  had  knowledge 
of  the  betting.  The  scandal  came  to 
light  when  Leonard,  pressing  a  claim 
against  the  Detroit  club  turned  over 
two  letters,  one  from  Cobb,  the  other 
from  Wood 

These  letters  were  presented  to  a 
secret  meeting  of  the  board  of  direc- 
tors of  the  American  league  held  here 
last  September.  Ban  Johnson,  the 
American  League  president,  immedi- 
ately presented  them  to  Commlsioner 
landis  for  Investigation.  I^eonard. 
Detroit  pitcher,  asserted  that  he.  Cobb, 
Speaker  and  Wood,  pitcher  from 
Cleveland,  met  "under  the  grand- 
stand" of  NAVln  Field,  Detroit,  on  Sep- 
tember 24.  1919,  and  agreed  that  De- 
troit should  win  Its  game  with  Cleve- 
land on  the  following  day,  thu.  clinch- 
ing third  place  In  the  American 
league  pennant  race. 

The  four  planned.  Ia>onn  ,l  nsaerted. 
to  benefit  by  betting  on  the  outcome  of 
the  contest,  with  Cobb  putting  up 
$2,000.  Leonard  $1,500.  and  Wood  and 
Speaker  $1,000  each.  The  former  De- 
troit pitcher  Mid  that  (he  plan  did  not 
go  through,  because  Cobb  and  Speaker 
did  not  pt/t  up  their  share  of  the 
money,  hut  he  said  that  he  and  Wood 
won  $130  apiece  when  Detroit  de- 
feated Cleveland.  9  to  5.  •

qualifiedly by  Cobb,  brought  In  Ita 
wake  the  tacit  admission  of  baseball 
offti  In  Is  that  Its  Impending  revela- 
tions prompted  Speaker  s  unexpected 
retirement  four  weeks  ago  as  manager 
of  the  Cleveland  club  and  that  It  was 
a  factor  in  Cobb',  resignation  aoon 
after  the  1921  season  ended,  from  the 
managership  of  the  Detroit  team. 

Cobb  denied  this  today,  oasertlng 
that  hla  realgnatlon  waa  voluntary  and 
In  furtherance  of  a  desire  to  retire 
from  n  club  with  which  he  had  no 
hope  of  winning  ■  pennant.  Speaker, 
here  with  Cobb  yesterday  to  teetlfy 
Commla.loner  Ijindls.  left  fpr 
before  the  charge  of  scandal 
mas  nisde  public,  but  Cobb  aald  he  un- 
derstood that  Speaker's  realgnatlon 
had  been  requested  by  the  manage- 
ment of  the  Cleveland  club  in  view  of 
the  Leonard  charges.

ST.  J  BAN  Di:  I.IZ.  De<-  21.— One 
of  the  most  valuable  Komancsquc 
cloisters  In  Spain,  dating  from  the 
tenth  century,  is  being  taken,  stone  by 
stone,  to  California.  Arthur  Kyine. 
former  curator  of  the  Hispanic  Socie- 
ty <>f  Neyv  York  und  author  of  many 
books  on  Spanish  art.  was  in  charge 
of  the  yvork  and  Is  now  on  his  way- 
back  to  New  York.  His  wife,  who  is 
also  an  expert  on  Spanish  art.  assisted 
him. 

The  cloister  wat<  situated  In  a  vil- 
lage in  the  province  of  Segovia.  One 
hundred  workmen  began  the  task  of 
painstakingly  demolishing  und  pack- 
ing it  several  months  ago.  and  two 
shipments  have  already  arrived  In  the 
I'nltcd  Slates. 

The  cloister  was  part  of  a  Cister- 
cian monastery  founded  on  a  site 
given  by  the  first  Count  of  Cast  1 1  la. 
l-'ei  nan  Gonzalez,  to  the  monks  of  Ar- 
lanzn.  in  1012.  It  later  belonged  to  a 
simple-minded  farmer  who.  Ignorant 
of  Its  real  value,  sold  It  for  a  com- 
paratively small  sum.  His  son  came 
Into  possession  or  the  beautiful  work 
of  art  when  church  property  was  tak- 
en over  by  the  state  In  1837  and  sold 
It  to  private  individuals  to  raise  Hinds 
for  the  national  government. 

The  unusual  undertaking  has  not 
batfl  accomplished  without  Incident. 
Twice  during  the  work  of  demolition, 
villagers  ro.<e  and.  banding  together, 
drove  i he  workmen  away  on  the 
ground  that  foreigners  were  robbing 
Ihe  community  of  Its  greatest  treasure. 
After  long  negotiations,  however,  the 
Government  permitted  the  work  to 
continue  und  sanctioned  the  shipment 
to  California.  The  censorship  was. 
nevertheless,  brought  Into  play  and  to 
write  about  the  matter  was  prohibited.

An  lndl<  atlon  t-f  the  development 
of  the  West  Coast  during  the  last 
eighteen  months  Is  afforded  by 
the  increase  In  the  number  of 
calls  made  by  the  Princess  Maquln- 
na.  Formerly,  between  Victoria  and 
l  <  luelet,  about  half  a  dosen  calls  were 
sufficient  to  enable  the  distribution  of 
freight,  as  well  as  the  debarkation  of 
passengers. 

The  Maqulnna  n^w  makes  fifteen 
calls,  of  which  n  dosen  are  In  Berkley 
Sound,  the  points  touched  between 
Victoria  and  the  entrance  being  un- 
changed The  lower  part  of  the  West 
Coast,  from  Sherringham  Point  to 
Cape  Beale.  has  been  less  marked  In 
Its  development  thun  that  from  Uclue- 
let  to  Cape  Cook,  the  development  of 
the  fish  reduction  plants  having  neces- 
Htatcd  a  great  increase  In  the  ports 
touched  by  steamei.  Since  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commene  tour  of  the  West 
CoajM,  In  September,  1  925.  there  has 
been  a  great  change  in  ihe  aspect  of 
business  on  this  section  of  the  Coast.
